Adenauer to 
Quit German 
Post Tuesday

BONN, Germany (AP)—Kon- 


rad Adenauer, 87, steps reluc 
tantly out of office Tuesday aft- 
er more than 14 years as the 
first and only chief executive of 
th e West German Federal Re- 
public. 


The Adenauer era has brought 


most of this country from the 
depths of disaster and disgrace 
following 
World 
War II 
to 


strength and prosperity. But Ad- 
enauer leaves behind a linger- 
ing problem — West Germans 
still are separated from 17 mil- 
lion fellow countrymen who are 
under Communist rule. 


Adenauer's friends say he is 


responsible for the strength and 
prosperity and that the Soviet 
Union has frustrated his efforts 
to reunite Germany. His ene- 
mies say strength and prosperity 
would have come anyway, and 
accuse- Adenauer of helping pre- 
vent 
reunification, 
a serious 


charge in German politics. 


Adenauer's major accomplish- 


ment has been to tie West Ger- 
many closely to the West. It was 
Adenauer who in 1950 first of- 
fered the Atlantic Alliance -a 
West German army, despite 
strong opposition among many 
Germans to rearmament. 


Adenauer, who will bo suc- 


ceeded as chancellor by Eco- 
nomics Minister Ludwig Erhard 
—a man he has publicly op- 
posed—claims as the crowning 
accomplishment of his rule the

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


Supreme Court begins hearing 
arguments today in five sit-in 
c-ases that raise important is- 
sues of the use of state trespass 
laws to back up exclusion of Ne- 
groes by private businessmen.

Changes in 
Roman Moss

VATICAN CITY (AP) _ The 


Vatican 
Ecumenical 
Council 


withheld today approval on a 
wide range of changes in the 
Roman Catholic Mass, includ- 
ing the partial replacement of 
Latin with local languages. 


In a vote in St. Peter's Basili- 


cal, a council document on litur- 
gy — public worship — failed 
by 78 votes to obtain a required 
two-thirds majority. 


Of the 2,242 prelates voting, 


1,417 voted for the "document 
Thirty-six voted against. 


The outcome of today's voting 


was unexpected. The council 
fathers — cardinals, patriarchs, 
archbishops, bishops and other 
prelates from around the world 
— had been expected to give 
the measure''strong approval. 


Last week they voted almost 


unanimous 
approval 
of 
19 


amendments c h a n g i n g the 
wording of the document. 


The amendments were word- 


ed so that regional groups of 
bishops would be able to decide 
what changes they want in their 
geographic areas, with the Vati- 
can giving its concurrence rath- 
er than issuing an over-all or- 
der for the entire church. 


Censor was originally a
